The steers of this breed were 
usually the first to be sold off the ranch and invariably commanded 
a premium over the other breeds. As the land comprising the 
ranch was sold off, necessitating the sale of cattle also, the owners 
decided to close out the other breeds and retain only the Aberdeen- 
Angus herd. Had the Aberdeen-Angus not given satisfactory re- 
sults they would have been the first to go. Actual results obtain- 
ed on the open prairie furnished convincing evidence that there is 
nothing to the claims that Aberdeen-Angus are poor breeders on 
the range.

The production of pure bred 
cattle for breeding purposes is a 
specialized business and the aver- 
age farmer and cowman will not 
succeed in this enterprize. How- 
ever, every farmer that owns five 
or more cows should own or use a 
registered bull, and if he is breed- 
ing beef cattle, I would say by all 
means let it be an Aberdeen-Angus. 
I know there is an unwarranted 
idea in the minds of some men that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are not 
good rustlers and therefore are not 
good range cattle—that they do 
pretty well in the feed lot, but put 
them on the range, they are fail- 
wes. This is only propaganda that 
has been and is still being spread 
bymen that have never bred Aber-

been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in a small way the past five years. I raise a great many native 
cattle. In 1900, I began crossing them with Shorthorns, Herefords 
and Red Polls. I saw Aberdeen-Angus cattle at the St. Louis Ex- 
position and decided that they were the best for crossing on our 
native cattle. After trying them, I am confident that they stand 
up under Florida conditions better than cattle of other breeds. They 
can stand the ticks better than the others. I am still raising a few 
Herefords, but have discontinued breeding Shorthorns and Red 
Polls. The progeny of an Aberdeen-Angus bull on our native cows 
make good feeders. I am feeding a carload of calves that I expect 
to exhibit at the next State Fair at Jacksonville. They will be the 
first carlot of Aberdeen-Angus baby beef raised and fattened in this 
state.”

In this group are listed 
five bulls of real type and quality, two are 
sired by Bocaldo 4th of Quietdale by Black- 
cap Sir; two by Belmar’s Blackcap by Bel- 
mar of C. Brook by Bocas; and one by Eck- 
land 2d of Quietdale by Erskin of Quietdale 
by Edale. 

The Fourth Branch Blackbirds are head- 
ed by Bertrand of Quietdale 329884 an out- 
standing high class show bull with a rec- 
ord that should recommend him to the most 
exacting. His grandsire on the dam’s side 
was Prince Ito 2d the grand champion Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bull at the St. Louis World’s 
fair. Blackbird of Quietdale 88th has for 
grandsires Bocas and Prince Ito 2d, she is 
a show cow. Blackbird of Quietdale 99th is 
another show heifer as is also Blackbird of 
Quietdale 92d for 3 years a member of the 
show herd. There are an abundance of these 
good things. 

The Ericas are headed by the Enchantress 
cow, Edifice of Laggan 8th by Estonian and 
out of Edifice of Laggan 3d, she is bred to 
the double bred Eisa bull, Eckland 2d of 
Quietdale, a show bull too. She has three 
splendid daughters listed, one by Earl Elba, 
and the other two by Eston of Quietdale by 
Eston of Denison. Ebnight 3d has two sons 
and two daughters enrolled for appraisal 
and they are chuck full of the best blood 
lines of the breed. 

There are oceans of Eisas about which we 
might write all night and still not have told 
a good beginning.

If this proxy squabble were a new thing it might well be toler. 
ated for a few years longer in order to ascertain whether it really 
embraced good features for the advancement of the breed.

Aberdeen-Angus Milkers. 

I have noted that one of your correspond- 
ents—Mr. J. J. Logan, of Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, has been interested in the little story 
which recently appeared in this department 
in connection with the milking qualities of 
Aberdeen-Angus cows. His letter has en- 
couraged me to report further evidence that 
has come to my hand recently. It may be 
pointed out that this evidence comes from 
the same herd as the last, it has to deal with 
quantity of milk produced and percentage of 
butter-fat yielded rather than with the total 
butter-fat production of each cow. 

In my former story each cow was named 
and dealt with in order and in this we will 
deal with the same cows and in the same 
order. When Annie No. 3 had completed 
her full twelve months under test she had 
produced 11,320 pounds of milk testing 3.97 
per cent and yielding a total of 450 pounds 
of butter-fat. This cow was a grade sired 
by an Aberdeen-Angus bull and out of a 
dam that was part Shorthorn and part Hol- 
stein. No doubt some of the credit for her 
milking quality came from the dairy blood 
in her veins, but it should be noted that her 
dam made a record of 12,000 pounds of milk 
testing only 3.3 per cent and yielding only 
396 pounds of butter-fat in twelve months. 
The daughter of the Doddie breeding gave 
54 lbs. more butter-fat and had a much 
higher test, which after all is the supreme 
test of a good dairy cow. Tootsie No. 2 com- 
pleted a twelve month test with 7,603 pounds 
of milk testing 5 per cent and yielding 379 
Ibs. of butter-fat. Her dam had Jersey and 
Shorthorn blood in her veins, but she was 
by a pure bred Aberceen-Angus sire. Lest 
one should feel that the dairy quality all 
came from the dam’s side let us examine 
her record. In a twelve month test she pro- 
duced 6,855 lbs. of milk testing 4.4 per cent 
and vielding 300.5 pounds of butter-fat. Her 
daughter of the Doddie blood defeated her 
in every department. 

The following records were made by addi- 
tional half-bred Aberdeen-Angus cows on a 
grade foundation: Maggie made 7,247 lbs. 
of milk testing 3.7 per cent and yielding 270 
pounds of butter-fat; Langley Lass made 
7.078 lbs. of milk testing 3.9 per cent and 
yielding 278 lbs. of butter-fat; Annie No. 4, 
made 6,939 lbs. of milk testing 3.6 per cent 
and yielding 247 lbs. of butter-fat; Tootsie 
No. 3, made (with her first calf) 5,562 Ibs. 
of milk testing 4.3 per cent and yielding 239 
Ibs. of butter-fat; Polly No. 3, in four 
months, made 4,418 lbs. of milk testing 3.5 
per cent and yielding 157 lbs. of butter-fat, 
with her first calf. 

The cow Newtona 3rd is a seven-eighths 
full blooded Aberdeen-Angus and in the 9% 
months that she has been milking with her 
first calf she produced 5,915 lbs. of milk 
testing 4.2 per cent and vielding a total of 
252 lbs. of butter fat. She is still milking 
and will make a good few lbs. more before 
the conclusion of her milking period. 


It is important to note that as the per- 
centage of Aberdeen-Angus blood increases 
the percentage of butter-fat in the milk is 
increased also. Undoubtedly the cows of the 
breed are among the highest testers of the 
different breeds of cattle. 

Pure bred cows are also in the dairy in 
this herd and some tests with them are in- 


teresting because of the excellent showing 
that they made. “Deep Creek Lady” made 
5,371 lbs. of milk testing 4 per cent and 
yielding 216 lbs. of butter fat in nine months, 
she is still milking well. “Deep Creek Prin- 
cess” made 5,798 lbs. of milk testing 4.1 per 
cent butter fat and yielding a total of 240 
Ibs. in eight menths. In her present milking 
period she has produced 3,780 lbs. of milk 
testing 3.8 per cent and yielding 143 lbs. of 
butter-fat, in 100 days. 

Mr. Chas. Hope, the manager of the farm 
where these cows are handled has found it 
beneficial to feed Alder wood ashes in the 
grain during the past winter ,at the rate of 
from 1 to 2 lbs. per 100 Ibs. of grain. These 
ashes contain 25 to 33 per cent lime; 10 to 
14 per cent potash and from 4 to 7 per cent 
phosphoric acid. Mr. Hope reports excel- 
lent results and says that he believes that 
the ashes supply many things needed by the 
animals.

Penetrating “The Mists of An- 
tiquity” Reveals the “Romance 


of the Polled.” 


The in'erest displayed so conspicuously by 
the late John S. Goodwin and William Wat- 
son in contemplating the possibilities of the 
past history of the Breed was instinctive and 
can be sympathized with. Their attempts 
to pierce the “mists of antiquity” and turn 
aside the obscuring curtain that hung be- 
tween the mysterious past and the modish 
present was significant and symptomatic. It 
was significant because of the beliefs that 
the present development of the Breed had 


its root’ and rise in ancestral amplitude of - 


character and quality; and svmptomatic 
both of the faith in and the consequence 
and importance of that ancestry. What pos- 
sessed them was contagious and I found my- 
self filling and swelling with the ensigncy 
of the enthusiast. For they had dipped into 
the depths of human interest where the en- 
chantment of magic transmutations seemed 
to have become the incarnation of their ideal. 
Goodwin and Watson must have vizualized, 
as they romaticized, the activities of those 
to whom they, with assurance would trace 
all that belonged to the Breed, that, risen in 
its supremacy must have had a long foretime 
preferment. I became immersed in that 
dense “mist”—thickening everywhere as it 
seemed in the first plunge; but pressing 
through I soon emerged into the sunshine of 
the romantic conceived of by those whose 
imaginings have always the instinct of the 
real. As Goodwin and Watson had been in- 
trigued; so had I; and fascinated by “en- 
chantment” great characters passed to and 
fro on the stage. I have no doubt but had 
those I have named been as well rewarded, 
they would have gloried in the knowledge— 
which they, unhappily had failed to find, and 
therefore they had to forego the knowledge 
of the secret, from which they were actually 
excluded. But endowed with this posthum- 
ous legacy I find I am still the only, the first 
arrival. and thus enabled to preempt the rich 
field of this forgotten boeetia from which a 
flaming resurgency has resulted. Hence, I 
am the courier who gathered up the impres- 
sions and observations of an inquisitive in- 
truder whose attitude however may be rec- 
ognized as of intimate relationship. Pene- 
trating these mists brought me face to face 
with the ancestry whose progeny is the mar- 
vel of this later day. The hidden mystery of 
these highdays and byways was laid bare 
and the pageant and the festival, the herds 
and their offspring, the pastures and the 
lowing of the kine, the cattle trails—the 
trysting and the trafficking, the barter and 
the banter—with the romance of monk and 
baron, foldmaster and herdman, the gazer 
stood amazed; and as the drama sped to its 
climax, curtains gradually once more closed 
upon the scene and the intruder turned his 
face whence he had come, to gaze again 
on the same pastures, grazed py the same 
kind whose generations had carried on the 


* suecession through unnumbered lines of de- 


scent; in which graceful form and comli- 
ness enriched the world with premier sump- 
tuousness that is the bovine marvel of the 
age. 


The strange thing strikes us here as no 
doubt it has struck all other delvers into the 
history of the past; that during every period, 
and every generation, in every place and in 
every relation, the activities, are incessant,

or less gigantic fact—fact that Symbolizes 
what had been the rule. And thus history 
can be picturesquely, if not absolutely, yo.

Beginning then with William Watson 
backward gaze upon the once lordly Abbey 
of Cupar, we find him saying, “The abbots 
of Cupar gourmandized on the luscious loins 
of the charming blacks, aye, centuries ago,” 
(Breeder’s Gazette p. 468, Nov. 7, 1888), 
Therefore it cannot be “regarded as repre. 
hensible” (as Judge Goodwin remarked of 
his efforts) in us if we give some partic. 
lars about this abbey and its claims to ow 
consideration, glimpsing the monks in thos 
days of high farming and high living. Th 
abbey appears to have been established on 
the site of a Roman camp, that of Agricola, 
or Urbicus Lollius. The church itself seems 
to have been founded in 1164, by Cistercian 
monks. who were “noted as zeaious agricul 
turists,” which would, of course include a- 
tention to the “charming blacks” as furnish 
ers of the tender beef, rich butter, thick 
cream, foaming milk, and appetizing chees 
on which the jolly Abbots “gourmandizet” 
That the Abbots did pay close attention to 
their cattle breeding operations weuld seem 
proved by the fact that in 1479 an “invasion” 
of the abbev lands was made bv one Robert 
Hay, son of Tullymet, and his associates, ia 
which thev carried off five score ky ani 
oxen, valued at twenty-four shillings each.” 
For this ou‘rage they had to suffer and ful 
ly repay. Rents were paid to the abbey it 
kind, besides the usual grains, and other prt 
duce, “calves, kids, lambs, hogs, shee), 
fish, cocks, hens, capons and_ geese,” the 
calves being doubtless of the “charming 
black” sort to which the doughty William re 
fers! The “husbandman of thz abbey wa 
possessed of two bovates or oxgates, of thir. 
teen Scots acres, or 26 acres.” “Cowbyres 
was the name of one of the Abbey estates 
which brings us in touch with modern time. 
“The abbey manure was applied to enticl 
the lands around the monastery.” The @ 
bey grange was in the adjoining parish 0 
Bendochy—in Perthshire, of historic note. 

It is curious to read, in regard to the name 
Cupar-Angus, the following: “As only @ 
small portion of the older town of coe 
Angus is in Angus, nearly the whole 0 : 
being in the county of Perthshire, it seems 
misnomer to call it Cupar-Angus. The # 
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hurch were in Forfarshire and they 
sufficient importance to induce 
authority to have “Angus” super- 
dded to the name (Warden: Angus or For- 
farshire, Vol. Ill, p. 128). The town gave 
ato several invidious proverbs such as 
“caper Justice” which no doubt is a byword 
ven among our genial legal friends today 
rit meaning “First hang, and then try”; 
onother “He that maun (must) to Cupar, 
poss to Cupar”; in allusion doubtless to the 
mpstinacy of a man taking his own gate, 
inst the advice or council of his friends; 
tat as it is necessary that we “maun to 
Cupar”; we therefore, maun, for we find 
that certain of the dramatis personae of the 
Breed are so directly associated with the 
monastery—indeed, with the famous abbot 
himself; that we might expect that whatev- 
er knowledge that personage had_of the 
“charming blacks” alluded to by William 
Watson, would have been available to these 
individuals. Hence it surely is of importance 
for those interested in the history to know 
what sort of relations alluded to were these 
and to what they led. _ 
This we shall deal with in our next con- 
tribution to this: “The Romance of the Poll- 


ed.”

Don’t Overlook These Fairs. 


The Hawkeye Fair at Fort Dodge, Iowa, 
was overlooked by a great many stockmen 
this year. This is a good fair and is located 
in the heart of a good live stock country 
and, coming as it does just before the Iowa 
State Fair, makes it possible to show there 
on the way to the state fair. All sections of 
the live stock department were short on 
exhibits. Only one herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
was shown. This was the H. C. & C. C. 
Andersen herd, of Tyler, Minnesota, an ex- 
ceptionally strong herd having several state 
fair and International winners in its ranks. 
C. A. Oldsen, Shorthorn breeder, of Wall 
Lake, Iowa, placed the ribbons. He liked 
the aged bull, Black Leader 4th, well enough 
to make him senior Champion over Boston 
Id, first Senior Yearling bull at the Inter- 
national last year. This gives an idea of 
the quality of bulls used in this herd. Pride 
of Ash Row was made Senior and Grand 
Champion female with Blackcap Gwen 4th, 
Junior Champion. The Andersens are car- 
rying a full classification except senior year- 
ling bull.

Cattle Pooling on National Range Proves 


Successful. 


The pooling of cattle for better manage- 
ment and more economical handling on the 
National forest ranges is accomplishing the 
expected results in Colorado, reports Mr. 
G. S. Klemmendson of the Cost of Produc- 
tion Division of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Mr. Klemmendson 
has just completed a study covering 454 out- 
fits running cattle on the national forests of 
that State. Of the 454 outfits, 383 pooled 
their cattle and 71 ranchmen handled their 
own. The cattle in pools had an average 
summer cost for 1922 of $1.87 a head; cattle 
in the individual outfits cost $2.26, a differ- 
ence upon the average of 39 cents a head in 
favor of pooling. 

“Pooling not only makes it possible to 
handle cattle on the front reserves more 
economically” says Mr. Klemmendson, “but 
many of these pools are following the prac- 
tice of purchasing high-grade bulls for use 
on all the cows in the pool. This is show- 
ing its effect in the size of calf crop and 
the type of calves secured.” 

The cash grazing fee paid to the Federal 
Government as an average for the total 42,- 
254 cattle studied contituted 27 per cent of 
the total cost. Riders and their grub made 
up 53 per cent. In addition to the cash 
grazing fee there were small additional ex- 
penses for drift fences and new trails. Feed 
for horses and bulls, salt, and cost of camp 
equipment made up the major portion of 
the other expenses to the cattle owners. 
Forty-four per cent of the stock run on the 
Colorado forest ranges were cows, 19 per 
cent yearling steers, 14 per cent two-year- 
old steers, 4 per cent three-year-old steers 
and the rest bulls, yearling heifers and mix- 
ed stuff. About one-half of the outfits using 
the forest say that poisonous plants are 
still the principal cause of losses among 
their cattle. 

“Although these Colorado forest ranges 
continue to be used principally as a carrying 
and calving ground for the breeding herd 
there is chance for improvement in the type 
of bulls used and the methods now prac- 
ticed in handling the breeding herd to in- 
crease the calf crop which today averages 
about 60 per cent” says Mr. Klemmendson. 
“Good, hustling three and four-year-old bulls 
of good breeding should make up a larger 
portion of the bulls used. Our study shows 
23.4 cows to the bull. This means careful 
grazing management must be exercised to 
insure worthwhile calf production.”

Cattle that have been fed grain of any sort, 
cotton seed, oil cake, gluten meal, or any 
like concentrated food after May Ist, 1923, 
are hereby defined as either Short-fed or 
Grain-fed and cannot be classed as Feeders, 
but must be entered as either Short-fed or 

in-fed. 

Gr hort fed —Cattle competing as “Short- 
fed” must not have been fed grain or other 
concentrated feeds between May Ist, 1923 
and August ist, 1923, but after August Ist, 
the owner may feed the cattle such feed, in- 
cluding grain, as in his judgment will ac- 
complish the greatest results within the giv- 
en feeding period, i. e., from August Ist, to 
the opening day of the show. Cattle in the 
Short-fed classes must have been the prop- 
erty of the exhibitor prior to August Ist, 
1928, 

Grain-Fed.—No restrictions are placed on 
the places, feeds or methods of the owner in 
the handling or finishing of Grain-Fed cattle 
for the Show. Grain-Fed cattle must have 
been bred in the district in which they are 
competing. It is required, however, that at 
least twelve of the animals constituting a 
load of Grain-Fed cattle must have been the 
property of the Exhibitor for at least four 
months prior to date of entry, while a 60-day 
re ener will apply on the bal- 
ance of the load. 

Sworn statement of the owner and two 
other reputable persons or other indisputable 
evidence that the above rules have been com- 
plied with, may be required. 

Tn the carlot Cattle Division, no exhibitor 
will be permitted to enter more than two 
loads in any one class and no carlots will be 
inp ae in Carlot Division, unless prop- 
erly entered.

Aberdeen-Angus Cattle for the Panhandle. 
(Continued from page 3.) 

I could put witness on the stand from all 
over the range country, west of the Missis- 
sippi River, men that have had experience, 
that would give similar evidence, but such 
is not necessary. This is no longer a range 
country, but only a semi-range country. 
Only a few years ago our range was almost 
unlimited, and four-year-old steers could be 
produced for about the same as it costs to 
produce a yearling steer today. Conditions 
have changed, the farmer has steadily 
crowded the ranchmen back and has taken 
their best pastures. The trade is demand- 
ing better cattle, and a better quality of 
beef. The better cattle we produce, the bet- 
ter chance we have to make a profit. The 
stock farmers and small cattle breeders of 
the Panhandle must change their tactics 
else they will soon go out of the business. 
We must, and we can if we will, study the 
market and learn as nearly as possible just 
what kind of cattle the packer wants, then 
do our best to produce that kind. It stands 
to reason that anybody will pay more mon- 
ey for an article that suits him than he will 
for one that does not. The packers are at 
this time, and have been for several years, 
clamoring for baby beef. You can top the 
market any month in the ‘year with a car 
of well fitted baby beef steers or heifers. 

I believe the Aberdeen-Angus supplies 
the best all-round tvpe of animal for this 
country. He has shown his superiority in 
the everglades of Florida; on the bleak ex- 
panses of Canada; on the torrid ranges of 
Old Mexico; on the broad prairies of the 
Panhandle; and it is an admitted fact that 
he has no equal in the feed lot of the scien- 
tific farmer and feeder of the Middle West. 
Now I want to submit some facts and fig- 
ures that should convince any man or set 
of men that are open to conviction, that the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is the most practi- 
cal breed for the skilful farmer. We must 
consider their beef type, their grazing qual- 
ities, their activity, health and vigor, their 
highly developed mother instinct and milk- 
ing qualities, their early maturity and eco- 
nomical gains in the feed lot, and the fact 
that they are recognized market toppers.

We will now see what the Aberdeen-An- 
gus have been doing at the International 
Livestock Exposition of Chicago. The evi- 
dence I am offering is a matter of record 
of the secretary of the International Live 
Stock Show, which is the climax of all shows 
and it is claimed by competent men that 
know it to be the greatest cattle show in 
the world.

Their dams were bred on the range, and 
were the results of breeding good cows to 
the best pedigreed Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 
In adding the 20th successive carcass grand 
championship the Aberdeen-Angus gave the 
world the most conclusive quality statement 
ever presented to its farmers. The fact that 
both agricultural colleges and small con- 
structive breeders have been able to win 
these honors year after year in big fields 
of 20 to 50 entries from all breeds, grades, 
and crosses immaginable is a marvelous 
achievement. That this has been done in a 
class that is considered absolutely free from 
prejudice and bias where two different jud-

8, Shorthorns 7, cross-bred 4, mixed 1. Out 
of the total number of 546 awards made in 
the fat carlot classes at the International, 
Aberdeen-Angus have won 55 firsts, 62 sec- 
onds, 44 thirds, 4 fourths and 2 fifths. 
Herefords: 115 firsts, 83 seconds, 57 thirds, 
6 fourths and 7 fifths. Shorthorns: 32 firsts, 
24 seconds and 29 thirds. Galloways: 1 
first. Mixed breeds: 5 firsts, 5 seconds and 
5 thirds. An interesting study of the fat 
carlot competition is found in the number of 
prizes each breed has won where its rival 
was not represented. We find the Aber- 
deen-Angus has won only 12 firsts, 9 sec- 
onds and 5 thirds in classes in which no 
Herefords or Shorthorns appeared. Short- 
horns won 20 firsts, 10 seconds and 8 thirds 
when no Aberdeen-Angus appeared. Here- 
fords won 95 firsts, 69 seconds, 39 thirds, 2 
fourths and 2 fifths where Aberdeen-Angus 
were absent. By making the proper deduc- 
tions from the prize awards and taking into 
consideration only the classes in which 
Shorthorns or Herefords competed with Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, we find Aberdeen-Angus won 
02 first, 53 seconds, 39 thirds and 4 fourths. 
Herefords won 21 firsts, 12 seconds, 17 
thirds, 8 fourths and 22 fifths. It will be 
noted in the competition for championships 
by ages there were 173 possible prizes and 
the representation won by each breed for 
these prizes by virtue of its winnings in the 
open district classes is as follows: Aber- 
een-Angus represented in 49 classes, Here- 
fords in 67 classes and Shorthorns in 25 
while the Herefords obtained 16 more chan- 


them better 


ces than the Aberdeen-Angus the latter won 
38 firsts, 10 seconds and 12 thirds; Here- 
fords won 18 firsts, 40 seconds, 33 thirds 
and 3 fourths; Shorthorns won 6 firsts, 9 
seconds and 8 thirds; mixed breeds 2 sec- 
onds and 1 third. As a climax it is only ne- 
cessary to mention that out of 21 possible 
grand championships offered for the best 
fat carload of the show, Aberdeen-Angus 
have won 17 times, Herefords 3 times and 
Shorthorns 1 time. * A perusal of the tables 
of the carcass class winners for the entire 
history of the show brings out the fact that 
some 473 head of cattle have been entered 
and slaughtered in these shows, 10 head be- 
ing awarded two shows in 1900 and 1901, 
only prizes each year since the first, these 
prizes were given in each class, therefore 
we have 202 prizes besides the 21 champion- 
ships awarded. Of these 202 prize winners, 
127 carried Aberdeen-Angus blood, 123 be- 
ing designated as Aberdeen-Angus or grade 
Aberdeen-Angus, 3 were crossed with Short- 
horns and one a cross with a Hereford. 
The: Herefords had 18 winners, 1 being 
crossed with the Aberdeen-Angus just men- 
tioned, and the other being crossed with the 
Holstein. The Galloways 14, Shorthorns 12, 
Red Polls 8 and mixed breeds 23. However, 
the Shorthorn achieved one carcass cham- 
pionship, the first won by any breed as well 
as winning 2 firsts in other years, though 
the Galloways won 2 firsts during the 21 
years they have been striving for carcass 
honors at Chicago. The highest the Red 
Polls got was third, until last year when 
first and second was won by this breed. No 
breed has ever made a clean sweep of all 10 
places in the careass class though in 1913 
the Aberdeen-Angus won 9 places and the 
Galloways the other, making it a black and 
hornless sweep of the most practical beef 
test in the show world. On five other oc- 
casions the Aberdeen-Angus entries won 8 
of the 10 places as well as the championship 
each time. Four other shows reveal that 7 
of the 10 places went to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus. In 1916 when 6 places went to the 
Aberdeen-Angus, 2 other winners were Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Shorthorn crosses, making 8 
winners carrying the Aberdeen-Angus 
blood. 

It has been the shows that have given the 
Aberdeen-Angus backers their question slo- 
gan, “What’s under the hide?” For 20 suc- 
cessive shows the Aberdeen-Angus steers 
have won this grand championship over all 
breeds, grades and crosses, a grade Short- 
horn winning it at the first show in 1909. 
The marbling of the fat with the lean 
throughout the carcass is an inherited qual- 
ity that no other breed has successfully im- 
itated even closely, while dressing percent- 
age, fine quality of meat, and lack of waste 
in bone and loose fat were all carried to the 
highest points of perfection in the Aberdeen- 
Angus. In this connection it might be well 
to mention here that the world’s dressing 
percentage for beef animal is held by Aber- 
deen-Angus heifer. Luxury, Smithfield 
champion in 1885, dressed 76% at 2 years 
and 8 months old. The Michigan Agricul-: 
tural College reports an Aberdeen-Angus 
that dressed over 73 per cent. In 1921 at 
the Fort Worth Fat Stock Show I exhibited 
an Aberdeen-Angus steer yearling that won 
first in the killing contest and dressed 71.1 
per cent. This calf never ate a pound of 
corn in his life; he was fed on nothing but 
our home grown feeds, maize, chops and al- 
falfa, and was weaned young, never using a 
nurse cow. 

A neighbor breeder at Shamrock said to 
me, “Why do you make so much fuss about 
the Aberdeen-Angus show record? I 
care nothing about a breed’s show record. 
I am in the cattle business for the money,

WHICH IS THE MORE PROFITABLE 
GRAIN OR LIVE STOCK FARMING? 

That neighbor who “grain farms” should 
be induced to investigate the advantages to 
be gained from introducing live stock of the 
better quality into his farming scheme. Ac- 
quaint him with the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
by sending him a complimentary subscrip- 
tion to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. Dur- 
ing the year sufficient facts will be introduc- 
ed to cause him to take notice. The follow- 
ing item is taken from the comments of R. 
F, Taber of the Ohio State University per- 
taining to farm records kept in Shelby coun- 


ty, Ohio, which are after all no different 
than would be obtained in most any section 
of the country: 

“The net income above expenses on grain 
farms averaged $1,446. This had to go in 
part to cover interest on an average invest- 
ment of $28,000. For the live stock farms, 
which were not so large and had a smaller 
capitalization, the average net income above 
expenses was $1,565. If we allow these farm- 
ers average hired man’s wages for their la- 
bor, and do not consider the value of house 
rent, and of farm products consumed by the 
tamily, amounting to about $700 a year, then 
the grain farmers netted 3.3 per cent on cap- 
ital invested. The live stock men netted 5.5 
per cent. The addition of live stock to the 
farm business enables the farmer to utilize 
waste products and waste labor, and mater- 
ially to increase his net profits.”
